Take any professional ont of his 


particular department and the chances 
are that lie would bungle the Job. A 
first-class box car thief could no more 
filch a diamond ring from a Jewelry 
store than an Iron puddler could make 
the wheels of a 15-Jewel raofement go 
round. 


One of the specialists la the depart- 


ment store thief. The larger depart- 
ment store* have detective forces of 
from 10 to 15 operatives, half of them 
usually women. Some of the smaller 
stores keep one or two operatives In 
their employ, while others secure de- 
tectives from 
outside agencies for 


work at rush seasons or special sales 


In some cases the department store 


thief Is behind the counter. 
A girl ' 


working at the silk stocking counter, | 
for example, finds It easy to get a | 
pair for herself, for a gift, or for sale , 
at a reduced price to a fence. 
She , 


simply sticks several pairs under her I 
garter and walks out of the store with 
them when she goes home at night. 
Detection is difficult. While the num-' 
her of stockings originally delivered 
to the counter Is a matter of record, j 
the fact that four or five girls all malte \ 
tales out of the same lot and several , 
hundred customers handle them each 
day makes It extremely difficult to 
trace the thief. If employees are »us- 
pected of systematic robbing, detectives 
armed with warrants 
search 
their 


homes for stolen goods while the em- 
ployees are detained at the store on 
one pretext or another. 


How the Shopltfttr Work* 


Thefts by customers are also diffi- 


cult to detect unless the Bales people 
or the store detective catch them in 
the \ery act of lifting the merchan- 
dise. 
Silk stockings are stolen more 


frequently than any other articles sold 
!la department stores. Silk underwear 
(.comes next In popularity, with leather 
i goods a close third. Various methods 
are used by customers who help them- 
selves to these articles. Women shop- 
lifters frequently place a bag with a 
hinged bottom on top of some goods 
on the counter. 
The woflian opens 


the bag und pretends to be searching 
for something in it while In reality 
she has pulled up the hinged bottom 
and drawn the merchandise Inside. 


Another method commonly used Is 


for a person to take from a handbag 
a piece of cloth with the alleged pur- 
pose of matching It 
When the cloth 


Is put back Into the bag a pair of silk 
stockings or a piece of silk underwear 
la stuffed In with It. 


, 
Thefts of Jew elry, while not as com 


mon as a few years ago, are still of 
such frequent occurrence as to keep 
store detectives on the Jump. In the 
old days, when department stores kept 
their Jewelry displayed on the tops of 
counters or «hen salesmen brought 
out several trays at a time. It was o 
great deal easier to get away with a 
gold watch or a diamond ring than It 
Is today, when trays are kept under 
glass and the salesman produces only 
one at a time. 


Chewing Gum as an Aid. 


Two methods are still used In the 


theft of rings. Both of them make use 
of a humble piece of chewing gum. In 
the first a man with a cane steps up 
to the Jewelry counter and asks to see 
some rings. The salesman brings out 
a tray and lays several rings on the 
counter. The prospective "customer" 
has placed a piece of chewing gum 
on the tip of the curved handle of hi» 
cane. When the talesman Is not look- 
Ing the thief touches the gum to one 
of the rings. It sticks. He tells the 
clerk lie has not found anything he 
wants and walks out. 


In the other method a piece of gum 


Is attached to the bottom of the nar- 
row strip of molding running around 
the top of the glass showcase. The 
thief is sliuvin some rings and, when 
the attention of the clerk Is tempo 
rarlly diverted, he sticks ont of the 
rings In the gum. When tl)« ring it 
missed by the salesman the thief ad- 
mits that It disappeared under suspi- 
cions circumstances and consents to 
be searched by the store detective 
Nothing is found on him and he walks 
ont 
A short time later a confederate 


•Bters, engage* the ring salesman In 
conversation, and slips the ring from 
'the gum nnder the molding into hli 
pocket. 


Thefts of hats are common. One 


method la for a woman wearing • $8 
hat to walk Into the store and ask to 
see a hat selling somewhere around 
$20. She trlea on various raodtls, aftd 
when the saleswoman looks away for 
a moment the. "rrwomar" walk* out

OM of the moit daring of recent 


ttiefu occurred In a department store 
In an eastern city. A man wearing no 
hat • approached a negro porter em- 
ployed In the store, clipped 25 cente 
Into bis hand and asked him to help 
toll up a very expensive oriental rug 
lying on tha floor. The porter, pleased 
with the tip and Assuming that, the 
man was an employee because be wore 
BO hat, helped him roll up the rug and 
put It on his shoulder. Several floor* 
walker* and store officials who saw 
the man walk away with the rag 
thought he waa an employee of the 
window trimming department 
They 


reached this conclusion when they 
•aw the porter helping,him. The man 
disappeared around a comer and l«ls- 
nr»Iy walked oat of the building. 


Shake-Down Game. 


A shake-down game waa recently 


worked on a department ttore In a 
Middle AVest city by a well-dreamed 
man who stepped op to the counter and 
asked to see some gloves. Be tried on 
several palri, glancing around nervous- 
ly. HI* furtive glance* attracted the 
attention of a detective, who took up 
a position at the next counter and 
watched him. 
While the salesgirl's 


back was turned the man put a pair 
of glo>es Into his pocket. 
Be then 


told her he saw nothing he liked ami 
started walking out of the store, fol- 
lowed by the detective, who stopped 
him at the door. He became indignant 
when the detective requeued him to 
accompany him. 


The detective, however, wa* Insist- 


ent, and the man was searched. A pair 
of gloves similar In color and deslgu 
to those on sale at the counter was 
found In his pocket. They bore, how- 
ever, the mark of another department 
•tore In the same city. The man sulil 
he had bought them there the day be- 
fore 
He took the detective to that 


store with him and the salesgirl at the 
glove counter verified the sale. 
The

Reins of Power Held 


in Handi of People 


As far back as the Middle ages, the 


doctrine was held In England that 
ministers of state were responsible, not 
onlj to the crown, but alao to parlia- 
ment, according to a writer in the Lon- 
don Times 
For instance, in 1341 a 


pledge was exacted fiom Edward HI 
that the chancellor and other great of- 
ficers should be appointed In parlia- 
ment, and their work tested by parlia- 
ment In 1378 another similar pledge 
was given. These pledges were not 
Alwajs kept, but parliament never lost 
sight of them, and their spirit survived 
At times this responsibility bore down, 
upon bad ministers with tragic effect 
Several such ministers were impeached 
37 parliament, found guilt} and be- 
headed—Stafford, for instance, In the 
reign of Charles I. 


What may be called the modern doc- 


trine of responsible government was 
first put Into practice in the reign of 
William and llary, that Is. a few years 
after the revolution, ot 168889 
Be- 


fore that time the ministry was often 
composed of men of different political 
affiliations, and it was no uncommon 
thing for the secretary of state and the 
lord treasurer to vote on opposite side* 
in parliament A ministry so composed 
was not efficient or harmonious, and 
"\VlllIara began the practice of selecting 
all the ministers from one political 
party, that party being the one that 
had the majority in the house of com- 
mons 
Fronj that beginning has grown 


our present system of a responsible 
ministry that Is absolutely dependent 
for existence upon, the vrill ot the 
house of commons

Bebe had what might b« called a 'pro- 
fessional grandmother,' a hundred or 
so times removed—Blbeu Narem. by 
name—\\ho did precisely the same 
sort of work as Bebe't for a promlnen 
merchant In Mesopotamia's greates 
city more thnn two thousand jears be- 
fore Christ. 


"When Klben's boss clapped bis 


hands or made whatever signal Baby 
Ionian bosses made In place "of press- 
ing a buzzer button, Blbea grabbed 
her stenographic 'pad.' picked up a 
stjlus and hurried In to take dicta- 
tion. 
_" 'Murashu' Sons, Murashu Building, 
Nippur; Honored Gentlemen,' prob- 
ably began the dictator, addressing the 
historic banking firm which Ifeld the 
place In Babylonia that the Roths- 
clulds haie held In Europe 


"As her employer dictated Blbea 


rapidly Jabbed her stylus Into the soft 
clay of her little 'pad.' For like all 
her stenographic sisters ot 4.000 years 
ago, Blbea was literal;/ a 'pencil 
pusher.' The stylus was a little rod 
of bone about sis inches long, triangu- 
lar in cross-section, cut off sharply 
at one end so that when this end uas 
pressed Into dirnp clay It left wedge- 
ahaped Impressions " 


World's Oldeit Pen. 


Such a bone stjlus. described in dis- 


patches from Bagdad as "the oldest 
known pen" has Just been dug up on 
the site of the ancient city of Klsh 
and gives archeologlsts one of tlielr 
best specimens of tlie tool with which 
the 
priceless 
cuneiform tablets of 


Babj Ionia and Assyria were made 
The discovery of this stylus led the 
National Geographic society. In the 
bulletin quoted above, to reconstruct 
with actual names and facts gleaned 
from other recent dlsco\erles, a scene 
In a tjpical business office of 40 cen 
turies ago.1' 


Tlie discovery of the bone stylus at 


Klsh, the bulletin points out, discloses 
a class of Implements that has been i 
more Important to the development ot I 
civlli/ation than perhaps nny other 
group of tools. 


"Sinn is e\en more truly distin- 


guished as a '«ntlng animal' than as 
a 'speaking animal,'" continues the 
bulletin, "for it Is the growing fund 
of knowledge set down on various sur- 
faces by various implements and so 
passed on to generation after genera- 
tion that has made possible develop 
tnent In the arts, sciences and indus- 
tries. 
Back of tlie KtsU stylus are 


more primitive members of the pen 
family; chisels to cut Into stone find 
wooden tablets, thorns to scratch on 
tides, flint splln(ets with which to fur- 
row cave walls, boaes and sticks with 
which to make probably the first rude 
marks of all in sand or dirt. In a 
parallel line, stretch back the fewer, 
ancestors of the pencil, bits of lead,' 
lumps of chalk and soft earths, and 
the ends of charred sticks. 


"The descendants of the Babyloni- 


an stylus and the scratching tools that 
preceded It present a startling .irruy 
of Implements and mechanisms 
In 


China and Kgypt paper and papyrus 
were huented to supersede the cruder 
and heavier writing surfaces and tlie 
great forward step was made of apply- 
ing a tJilid substance, ink, by mehnn 
of a brush or pen The Egjptlan reed 
pen ramie of a hollow tubular stem 
may be looked upon as the direct an- 
cestor of the modern pen It had prac- 
tically the form of Its present-day de- 
scendant, beinp pointed and gilt to 
make It pliable 


"The ecrl> Greeks and Romans, how- 


ever, did not use any material com 
parable to paper. They first scribbled 
with chalk on broken bits of pottery, 
or scratched with pointed racial ro 1<J 
on wooden blocks 
Their next step j 


was to cover the blocks with war and I 
scratch their messages in that rnaterl-j 
al. Their styll had knobs on one end 
used to smooth out erroneous marks 
New wax could be applied and the 
tablets used o\er and over The metal 
styll were truly as mighty as swords, 
serving as daggers when desired.

"The steel and gold pen* and even

Federal reserve notes are direct ob 


ligations ot the United States and are 
receivable by all national banks and 
member banks and by Federal reserve 
banks, and for all taies. customs and 
other public dues, but they are not 
legal tender for private debts These 
notes are redeemable In gold upon 
the demand of the holder at the Treas- 
ury Department of the United States 
In Washington, or In gold or lawful 
money at any Federal reserve bank. 


The means by which Federal re- 


§erve notes are Issued and the aecurl- 
ty behind them Is of considerable in- 
terest 
Any Federal reserve bank 


may mat* application to the Federal 
reserve agent (the local representa- 
tive of the Federal Reserve Board) 
for such amounts as it may require, 
accompanying Us application by a 
tender of collateral equal to 
the 


amount of notes applied for. 
This 


collateral consists of notes or bills 
acquired either by rediscount from 
member banks or by purchase tn the 
open market, or gold or gold certlfl 
cates. 


Against Its Federal reserve notes 


that ars in active circulation a Fed 
eral reserve bank Is required to hold 
a gold reserve of 40 per cent. 
But 


any gold deposited with the Federal 
reserve agent as collateral may be 
counted as part of this required re- 
serve. In order to redeem Its notes 
In gold when presented at the United 
.States Treasury each reserve bank 
jnust carry a gold fund with the treas- 
urer of the United States of at least 
6 per cent of Its outstanding notei 
not covered by gold collateral, but 
this redemption fund count* ai part 
of the required reserve of 40 per cent 


Federal reserve notes, then, are se- 


cored as follows: (1) they are a di 
Met promise or obligation of the 
United State* and of the issuing Fed- 
eral reserve bank; (2) they have col 
-lateral behind them ot at lean 100 
iwr cent, consisting of eligible paper 
or cold, (3) a gold reserve ot 40 p«r 
rtnt IB required; (4) they are a first 
•lien on the assets ot the Usulog Fed- 
••ral reserve bank. 


One of the prim* reasons for pro- 


.tiding for Uii issuance of Federal r«* 
•erv* notes was to secure an elastic 
'cBirency—that Is, * currency that 
'would eipand and contract with the 
needs ot business. 
This was accom- 


plished by permitting the Issue ot 
these note* largely against commer- 
cial paper. For example, when mem- 
bet banks are being called on heavily 
for loans they redlscouet with their 


mem bank MB* or tttlr 


eligible notes. Tha reserre bank la 
turn deposits this paper with the Fed- 
eral reserve agent, receiving from 
him a like amount of Federal reserve 
notes which may be turned over to 
member banks In return for the notes 
t has rediscounted, or circulated in 
somo other way. 
' 


Contraction la practically automat- 


c. if the needs of business diminish, 
here Is less need for currency aud 
ess borrowing at the member banks. 
These in turn reduce their rediscounts 
at their reserve banks by turning over 
to It funds received from the repay- 
ment of loans and from deposits, in 
times of declining business it Is usual 
for the member banks to repay much 
of their borrowing with Federal re- 
serve notes deposited with them b/ 
their customers.

So tie ga« entfn, 
only really began in 1876, when 
Nicholas Otto, in Germany, in- 
vented his engine, with the so- 
called Otto cycle. That ii where 
our modern automobiles atartcd."

based upon the cruder ideas of 
Oecil fifty-six years before, and th« 
utterly raw thoughts of the ad- 
vanced thinkers of 1690 have devel- 
oped since Centennial year.

No other fuel has 
yet been perfected that can vie with 
gasoline for the internal combus- 
tion engine; just as no other 
mechanism has yet been developed 
that can vie with the internal com- 
bustion engine for driving the mo- 
tor vehicle upon the highway." 
Tru'y this is "the application of 
good sense to the common want," 
which brings ug back to the start- 
ing point and .the introductory 
paragraph of the brochure where 
appears the quotation from Emer- 
son.
